Bryan’s Statement 

Dayton, Tenn., July 18.—@)—A 
note of progress was observed by Wil- 
liam Bryan today in a statement 
in which he declared that the Tennes- 
see evolution case has uncovered a 
conspiracy against Bible Christianity. 
‘Declaring that multitudes have been 
deceived by the use of ‘the term “evolu- 
he added that their eyes are 
now being opened. Evolution, as 
taught by scientists, he said, is #n 
imaginary process, wholly unproved, 
that. begins with life but. does not 
attempt to explain life. 

“If the evolutionary hypothesis is 
true,” he said, “man has come up 
through the animals beléw him by a 
cruel law under which the strong kill 
off the weak. 

Says Darwin Died Agnostic. 

“The evolutionists bring their doc- 
trine before the public in a jeweled 
ease and praise it as if it were a 
sacred thing. ‘They do not exhibit, 
as Darwin did, its bloody purpose; 
they do not boast that barbarism 
its only true expression; they do not 
tell the publie that Darwin, who 
studied for the ministry and in his 
youth believed in a personal God and 

1 ‘the strict and literal truth of every 
word in the Bible,’ was led away from 
Christianity by evolution and died an 
agnostic. 

“The evolutionists have not been 
honest with the public. Even minis- 


ters who believe in evolution have 
assured their congregations that there 
is no inconsistency between Darwin- 
ism and Christianity.

There will be about 13 new markets 
this year. At most of the old mar- 
kets additional warehouses have been 
built and others enlarged, Markets 
will be operated at Douglas, Black- 
shear, Camilla, Fitzgerald. Hahira, 
Hlazlehurst, Nashville, Tifton, Val- 
dosta, Vidalia, Waycross, Alma, Bax- 
ley, Lyons, Dublin, Quitman,, Moul- 
trie, Thomasville, Cairo, Bainbridge, 
Pelham, Albany and Metter. 

Bright tobacco bas been grown con- 
mercially in Georgia only eight years.

Darrow’s Reply 

Dayton, Tenn., July 18.—(A)— 
John Thomas Scopes was condemned 
from the start of the evolution case, 
Clarence Darrow declared today in 
a statement in which he outlined his 
views of the case, evolution and re- 
ligion. 

“We know that in this state under 
the surroundings and conditions of 
the trial, Mr. Scopes was condemned 
from the start,” he said. “We are 
now interested in two things: 

“That a higher court shall pass 
pon this ease, and that in other 
states those who wish to pursue the 
truth shall be left free to think ahd 
investigate and teach and learn.

“We know that the great majority 
of the intelligent Christians do net 
accept the literal interpretation for 
the whole Lible.

PROFESSOR RAPS 
BRY AN’S IGNORANCE 
ABOUT EVOLUTION 


New York, July 18.—If anybody 
on earth knows less about evolution 
than a man who knows nothing about 
it that man is William Jennings 
Bryan. 

This was the parting compliment of 
Professor Brander Mathews, Colum- 
bia university, to the commoner, as 
Mathews sailed away today on the 
steamship Orca for a summer cruise.

An exhibitor at the county fair who 
wins first premium has the opportuni- 
ty of exhibiting at state or city fairs 
and thereby win larger premiums. 
Thus the exhibitor will have the privi- 
lege of exhibiting at more than one 
fair and possibly winning more. than 
one cash premium. ’ 

The idea has met with popular ap- 
proval with a large number of legis- 
lators, many of whom have stated 
that their county has not held a fair 
for the simple reason that no funds 
are available. But with the passage 
of the proposed bill these: counties 
may stage an annual fair, thereby re- 
ceiving their pro rata share of the 
premium money from the State Col- 
lege of Agriculture. | Should the com- 
bined fairs of the state appropriate 
say $100,000 from premium money for 
exhibits fram the farms, then they 
would be entitled to receive 50 per cent 
of said premiums awards from the 
state.

New Building Industry " 
Record Slated for 1925 


The building industry has rounded 


into the second half of the 1925 period 
with a momentum which, at the mo- 
ment, presents every indication of 
placing the year’s construction total 
far ahead of the record-breaking vol- 
ume of 1924. For the first six months 
of the year the gain throughout the 
country was 5 per cent over the same 
period in 1924, when, it will be re- 
membered, there was a gain of S per 
cent over the first half “of 1923. 


According to. the national monthly 
building survey of S. W. Straus & 
Co., from which these figures were 
obtained, the June gain in permits is- 
sued and plans filed in the 370 lead- 
ing cities and towns of the country 
was 33 per cent over June, 1924. 


The general tendency of building 
activities is distinctly upward at the 
present time. It will be recalled that 
in January there was a loss of 3.5 
per cent; in February 7 per cent, and 
in March 13 per cent. The distinct 
upturn began with April, when there 
was a gain of 52 per cent over April. 
1924. In May the gain was 16 per 
cent. so that, with the June increase 
of per cent there was an average 
monthly gain during the second quar- 
ter of 27 per cent. 

Figures during the first’ quarter of 
the year moreover cannot be taken at 
their faee value, inasmuch as the 
losses were confined largely to New 
York city, where comparative declines

cessive filing of building plans prior 
to the expiration of tax exemption 
laws on April 1, 1924. Throughout 
the country there ‘has thus been 
a steady and consistent increase ir 
building activities throughout the year

the 370 centers was S398,.697.655 com: 
pared with $299,356,049° in June, 

In regional activities the south con 
tinues to outstrip all other sections. 
The 12 southern states gained 93 per 
cent over. June last year. The east 
gained 28 per cent, the.central states 
24 per cent and the Pacific coast re- 
gion SO per cent.

Philippine Scholarship Fund i 


BY DORA HARVEY DEV ELIN. 


“Can you not find a way for us 
to send some of these poor but wor- 
thy Filipino girls to the United 
States to complete their education?’ 
the director for the homens gi Is- 
lands asked Mrs. Truman 3S. Holt, 
and with this question in mind, the 
latter consulted Bishop Brent, who 
was then in the Philippines, her 
thoftght being to secure the aid of 
the church. 

Upon her return to the United 
States Mrs. Holt took up the sub- 
ject with Bishop Isrial, of Erie, Pa., 
and. he gave her letters to other min- 
isters. The last to be consulted was 
the late Alfred Harding, bishop of 
Washington, who made the suggestion 
that the Daughters of the American 
Revolution undertake the work and 
gave Mrs. Holt a-letter to Mrs. 


Thomas H. Noble, at one time chap- , 


lain general of the national society, 
with the result that at the Conti- 
nental congress in April, 1923, a res- 
olution was adopted in behalf of the 
Philippine chapter, authorizing the 
establishment of the Philippine schol- 
arship fund. 

Every encouragement was given 
the boys of the Philippines to so ap- 
ply themselves that they might re- 
ceive scholarships in American col- 
leges: but nothing was being done for 
the girls—they were left to work out 
their own educational problems. The 
injustice of this condition so impressed 
Mrs. Holt that she determined to aid 
the girls in every possible way. Dean 

Worcester, 14. years a member of 
the board of commissioners for the 
Philippine Islands, wrote her: 

“I am much interested in your ef- 
fort to obtain a se holarship fund for 
educating Filipinos in the United 
States and it has my lieartiest ap- 
proval. Young Filipino women make 
excellent nurses if given proper train- 
ing. They are patient and kind in 
their dealings with patients and faith- 
ful and efficient in their work. 1] 
was particularly impressed with the 
courage displayed in the Government 
Contagious Disease hospital when they 
had to care for patients suffering from 
smallpox, bubonic plague and Asiatic 
cholera. 

“It is impossible to exfegerate the 
crying need of nurses to do district 
work in the provincial towns of the 
Philippines. Every dollar spent in 
increasing the number of Filipino 
women available for such work is a 
dollar well spent. ‘Training in any. 


one of the better schools of the U nited \ 
States would be of great values in 
preparing the young women to assist 
in the training of their sisters here.” 
The Philippine Islands have the 
highest percentage of infant mortality 
of any country in the world where 
vital statistics are kept. This is due 
chiefly to the lack of knowledge on 
the part of the mothers as to the 
proper care of their babies. Girls 
mature early and become mothers as 
young as 12 years, though 15 to 16 
is the proper age for motherhood. In 
a climate so humid diseases flourish 
and germs multiply. It takes more 
science, more skill, more care to live 
in the Philippines than one who has 
never been there can possibly imagine. 
Trained nurses are needed to take 
care of Americans when ill and to 
teach the Filipinos how to live and 
how to care for their children,

The carefully censored dispatches 
which have been coming out of China 
under foreign dictation are now being 
supplemented by discriminating and 
sympathetie stories, written by unpre- 
judiced students of the,Far East, and 
they give a totally different interpre- 
tation by throwing the/light of the 
past upon the situation pf today. 

There is indeed a rising tide of anti- 
foreign feeling in China. which is 
threatening to reach its @lood in the 
present crisis. But this protest 
against the foreigner is something 
vastly different from the unreasoning- 
and superstitious uprising of the Chin- 
ese people during the “Boxer rébel- 
lion” It has back of it the whole 
story of the dealing of western na- 
tions with the Chinese people. Let 
me quote a_high-tonéed, Christian 
scholar from America, who has spent 
much time in sympathetic study of the 
Chinese people: 

Why Anti-Foreign? 

“Tet us look at the situation for a 
moment from the viewpoint of the 
Chinese nationalist. During the last 
generation China lay helpless, and 
was despoiled by nearly all the foreign 
powers. Russia had seized over five 
hundred thousand square miles of her 
territory. She had taken the Chinese 
down to the Amur river and shot some 
thousands of ‘them in cold . blood. 
France had seized Saigon at Cochin- 
China. Britain had taken Hongkong 
and Weihaiwei. Germany had seized 
the seaport and was pressing into the 
heart of sacred Shantung, the home of 
Confucius. Her railway reached to 
Pekin and commanded the approach to 


the capital on the south, as Russia’ 


and Japan commanded it on the north. 
Japan had taken Korea, a part of 
Manchuria, and had aimed a_ spear- 
point at the heart of China, threaten- 
ing her ‘very national sovereignty in 
her ‘twenty-one demands.’ Vortugal 
still held Macao, maintained without 
the necessity of either agriculture, or 
industry, or foreign trade, by its rich 
income from the poison of opium, with 
which it flooded southern Whina, its 
licensed gambling hells, where the 
profits were divided between state and 


chureh, and its licensed prostitution. | 


Here is the motto of the city: “This 


found ‘Christian’ Macao the most des- 
perately wicked place,:and the nearest 
to hell, of any spot I ever visited on 
earth. The Chinese would have swept 
it. into the sea in moral indignation 
had it not been protected by foreign 
gunboats and foreign treaties. Amer- 
ica alone, of all the great foreign 
powers, held: no Chinese soil.” 

With this background in 
thought, we are better able to ju 
of the immediate incident which cau 
the outbreak at Shanghai. As the 
news dispatches came to us through 
the American papers, there was sim- 
ply a strike in a mill, followed by 
riotous disorder of workmen, and the 
necessary suppression of that disorder 
by force. But what was back of that 
strike? Let me quote again from a 
high authority, whose testimony is 
corroborated by seores of competent 
witnesses : 

Why the Strike? 

“On my last trip in,China this is 
what I found in the mills and factories 
of Shanghai and other cities. An ex- 
amination of wages, hours, and condi- 
tions, revealed the most appalling sit- 
uation found in the whole world of 
labor. The 12-hour day prevails in 
nearly all of the modern factories. 
The work day in the primitive Chin- 
ese industries ranges from 12 to 16, 
and in some cases even 18 hours, sev- 
en days a week. In many silk fila- 
tures and cotton mils children from 
6 to 12 years of age are working. 
The wages of these children run from 
3 to 12 cents a day. In Shanghai we 
visited a modern cotton mill in the 
early hours of the morning. Here 
girls and boys from 7 to 12 years of 
age are working 12 hours each on the 
day and night shifts, and receiving 8 
cents a day. Women of all ages are 
earning about 15 cents for 12 hours’ 
work. Common laborers are paid from 
15 to 18 cents. while skilled workers 
receive from 20 to 30 cents a day. 
Down the long rows of machines we 
occasionally see a woman who has 
fallen asleep before daybreak over her 
work. Here and there babies are 
asleep on piles of waste, or playing 
about the machines, at which their 
mothers work during the long night.” 

Once again there comes to this 
great republic, born out of a love of 
freedom, an opportunity to lead the 
civilized world. We made the “open 
door” in China, and now we may en- 
ter, carrying justice and righteousness. 
As I write, the news dispatches from 
Swampscott are truly heartening. 
May the spirit of John Hay take pos- 
session of our president and his secre- 
tary of state.

and are pirates in a small way on the 
coast- and they have for centuries 
opposed a successful resistance both 
to the Spanish who from the days 
of Columbus on have strived to con- 
quer Algeria and Morocco and to the 
Sheriffs of Morocco. After four hun- 
dred years the Spanish found them- 
selves a few years ago still restricted 
to a few coastal towns of which 
Melilla was the most considerable, 
while in the hills Tetuan was_ their 
single fortress. Ceuta, facing Gibral- 
tar, was no more than a penal colony. 

Just a few years before the World 
war Spain has earried-on a long and 
costly campaign about Melilla but 
with the usual results and the age- 
long fight for Morocco has been again 
discontinued.. Following the World 
war the Spanish resumed operations 
on a very considerable scale and in 
the past two years have employed up- 
wards of 150,000 troops at a time 
in a desperate effort to conquer their 
own sphere of interest, the Riffian 
area. 

This struggle, however, has not 
only been uniformly unssuccesful but 
it has produced unrest at home, alike 
on account of the cost in money an: 
in blood. ‘The sentiment against fur- 
ther adventures in Morocco presently 
paralleled the sentiment against 
Cuban adventures a quarter of a cen- 
tury ago. ‘This national protest cul- 
minated in the transfer of power ‘o 
a dictator and one of the first deci- 
sions the dictator had to make was 
to abandon the Moroccan affair and 
draw the Spanish occupying forces 
back to a few posts on the coast, 
strongly fortified and covered by war- 
ships. Only the plains on the Atlan- 
tic coast could be held easily. This 
evacuation took place last autumn 
and winter and was complete before 
the recent spring. 

Meantime the French, starting in 
1911 and going forward even during 
the World war had accomplished mar- 
vels in their sphere. But their ef- 
forts has been concentrated in the 
west, that is along the Atlantic coast 
and the rich plains of the hinterland, 
while their military effort had been 
directed against the rebellious tribes 
of the Grand Atlas, the central moun- 
tain area south of Fez and east of 
Marrakesh. The northern region, ad- 
joining the Spanish zone, has Little 
actual or potential wealth and ao 


present appeal to French effort. 
Thus, while doing great. things in 


French parliament have openly~ en- 
couraged Riffian hostility. Moreover 
no French government would dare 
send French conscripts to fight im 
the Moroccan mountains and the op- 
erations have to be conducted mainly 
with native troops. 

Recently M. Painleve, after his re- 
turn from a sensational airplane 
swoop to Rabat to confer with Mar- 
shal Lyautey has succeeded in getting 
the support of a vast majority in the 
chamber and his hands are thus free 
to push operations. His first step, 
too, has been to send a new military 
commander, General Naulin, who had 
a distinguished if subordinate record 
in the World war. General Mangin, 
who would have been the indicated 
commander for such an_ enterprise, 
unfortunately died recently, thus re- 
moving the most distinguished of 
French colonial soldiers. the man who 
made the “black army.” 

At the same time the French gov- 
ernment has been carrying on negotia- 
tions in Madrid looking to joint 
Franco-Spanish operations. But while 
there has been agreement on certain 
points it 18 not quite clear that Spain 
is ready to permit French troops to 
cross the Spanish border, for the 
Spanish not without a degree of jus- 
tice suspect the French of wishing 
to obtain all of Morocco, resent the 
French influence in Tangier and also 
feel that the French are now pay- 
ing for their failure to support the 
Spanish when Spain was making her 
terrific fight in the Riff against the 
same Abd-el-Krim. 


Some compromise will doubtless be 
reached in due time and the French 
will cross the frontier and slowly but 
surely dispose of Abd-el-Krim. For 
the moment it is just conceivable.that 
a truce and a peace might be ar- 
ranged, but it would only. be transi- 
tory. The French went all through 
this experience with Abd-el-Krim in 
the first half of the last century. 

But as far as one can now see 
France is in for a long; costly and 
troublesome campaign in which she 
is bound to have awkward moments 
and not impossible occasional dis- 
asters, all of which happened in her 
Algerian experience. 

This Moroccan affair may, too, 
have evil effects upon French domes- 
tic polities and will add new burdens 


on the financial side. The only thing

Vicious, Unprovoked 


and Stupid Attack 


‘ On the South Comes Out of the West

Few persons in an atmosphere of detach- 
ment can consider the Underwood case with- 
out inclining to give way to, pessimism. He 
is by all odds the strongest and ablest man 
now in either house of congress from the 
south, and has to his credit 30 years of 
distinguished service, first ip the house and 
afterwards in the senate. His poise, cour- 
age and capacity to understand men and 
measures long have been the envy of public 
men who are less gifted. | So outstanding 
a figure did he become that millions of 
members of his party regarded him as being 
of presidential size, and |many of that 
number were in favor of his nomination at 
the New York convention last year. 

He rose head and shoulders above the 
great majority of people of his state; that 
is a dangerous thing to do in any place, but 
especially in Alabama. He) declined to be 
an extreme fundamentalist; he openly de- 
nounced the Ku Klux Klan and all its 
works: he refused to kow tow to the Anti- 
Saloon leagne: he was sxeptical respecting 
the good the country woyld secure through 
equa! suffrage; he did not always believe 
organized labor was right in the position it 
took toward legislation. But there was no 
bitterness or malice or prejuilice in him. if 
ever a man assumed and maintained what 
is known as the judicial attitude, he did it. 

And because he did it, he became the 
best known, most highly respected and 
completely trusted of southerners to the 
people of the rest of the conntry. But not 
at home. No one of these opposing groups 
acting alone could have unhorsed him. It 
was only when they acted together that 
their success was possible. The country, 
the senate, and the south in particular, will 
be the poorer because of his retirement. 
Their loss will be far greater than his. 
Alabama already has one Heflin in the 
senate: now it may have another; or it 
may elect somebody patterned after Colonel 


Blease, of South Carolina. Every southern 
state has a superfluity of men of those 
types, and for many years has delighted 
to do them honor. 

That is why the country shudders every 
time the democrats obtain control of fhe 
government. Most of the demagogues in 
congress are from the south. Not only are 
they demagogues. but they are second and 
third raters. They lack intelligence, out- 
leok, capacity to understani public ques-

My sincere interest in the great 
of unification is my only 
apology for the appearance of this 
article. I realize that whatever de- 
cision is reached will not give perfect 
satisfaction to all, but L am for uni- 
fication, first of all, because I be- 
lieve God would have it so and my 
conscience tells me it is right.

LIBRARY LITERARY - NOT ES 
“GLAMOUR” 


BY CLYDE PETTUS, OF THE CARNEGIE LIBRARY 


That custom has not staled the va-. 
riety of the theater even for so con- 
stant a spectator of first nights as Mr. 
Stark Young is shown in his choice 
of title for a new collection of essays 
on theatrical topics; nor is this the 
only evidence of a “glamour,” which 
inttead of blinding gives an added 
sight to the serious critic. The the- 
ater for Mr. Young is apparently that 
absorbing interest that lends author- 
ity to his criticism and at the same 
time graces it with trailing clouds of 
glory. 

The present book follows the earlier 
“Flower in Drama” in approaching 
throygh the inter- 
mediate theme of the actor. From an 
uninitiate point of view the section 
called ““The Promp-Book” is more en- 
lightening than the three essays com- 
prising “Visitors,” politely givén first 
place. For Duse, chief of the visitors. 
Mr. Young has an almost unqualified 
admiration, She is more than the 
greatest actress—she is the greatest 
artist he has ever seen. By compari- 
son with Bernhardt this distinction is 
brought out——not with entire clear- 
néss—but with sufficient power of 
suggestion for one to catch a glimpse 
of the differencé between the ele- 
mental power of the first and the ex- 
quisite idea of the other. The per- 
formance of Duse did not delight her 
audience as a piece of consummate 
craftsmanship or technical achieve- 
ment. It was that she herself was so 
much greater than the thing she was 
doing—an ardor of the spirit triumph- 
ing over externals.

There is also to. be reck- 
oned with the part that illusion plays 
in conveying to the spectator the idea 
of the: dramatist—a theory leading to 
misconception. For few people are 
aware’ that acting, like painting and 
music, is far from being a language 
that he who sits complacently obsery- 
ing may read. ‘T'rue conception of the- 
atrical art requires knowledge of men, 
times and manners whieh is with as 
much difficulty aequired as the tech- 
nicalities of afechitecture and other 
arts.

that had been offered to idols. 
Among the Jews, the use of such 
meat was an abomination; violation 
of the ordinances on this subject ex- 
Cluded those guilty of it from associa- 


tion with those who observed the rule. 
Could the Gentiles hope. for fellow- 
ship with conscientious Jews when 
they ignored the law of Moses on this 
subject? 

However much time has minimized 
these issues, they stirred up a titantic 
controversy that threatened the dis- 
ruption of*the early church. The ac- 
tion taken at that time may well be 
studied now; it was re sonable and 
exemplified the proper spirit. A meet- 
ing was arranged at Jerusalem with 
the leaders of ‘the church for confer- 
ence. Paul and Barnabas were natur- 
ally selected by the Christians at An- 
tioch to represent them at Jerusalem. 
They * took with them ‘‘certain other 
of them,” selected doubtless, with 
care and with a view to having the 
henefit of the ‘best “minds” and the 
best hearts. 

James, the brother of Jesus on his 
mother’s side, had become-the head of 
the church at Jerusalem. He had not 
been a follower of his brother during 
the latter’s lifetime, but became one 
cf the most earnest of the believers 
after the Saviour’s resurrection. He 
presided over the council at Jerusa- 
lem, which in itself was an evidence 
of the respect in which he was held. ° 

After there had been considerable 
‘discussion (in verse-7, we read, “And 
\ hen there had been much question- 
ing’), Peter rose up and presented 
the case from his point of view. The 
modesty of Peter is worthy of note. 
fie did not open the discussion as if 
intent upon controlling the confer- 
ence; he waited until different views

In his Epistle to the Romans lie

Philippians, “The Lord is at hand.”

St. Paul was. sure in his own mind of 


the immediate return of Christ, he ad- 
vised people not to marry. Since the 
time was short it was needless to enter 
into this relationship.

He says, “This is my judgment, and 
| think I have the spirit of God.”

FYNHE recognition of progress in gen- 

eral in the divine revelation is 
necessary to a-sane imterpreter. ‘The 
traditional conception of a dead level 
stretch in-revelation-has been one of 
the most prolific sources of confusion, 
and error, in Biblical interpretation. 

It has refused to give any whole- 
hearted acceptance to the words of 
himself concerning the tmper- 
fection of the old. The effort was 
made to raise the Old Testament to 
the level of the New by allegorical 
method of interpretation. The tradi- 
tional conception in a mistaken 
method of defending the faith 
given occasion-to the attacks of in- 
fidelity, which are impossible with a 
true conception of the nature of reve- 
lation. With the traditional concep- 
tion, it is possible to make out a clear 
case in favor of war, polygamy, slav- 
ery, and cruelty to enemies. 

De. t= thee writes, ‘‘We shall 
make little headway in our study of 
the Bible unless we a ankly recognize 
the principle of growth. Here as

The stage 1s the first thing to 
make.

Use a 
wooden box about two and a half 
or three feet in size. his you can 
easily get at the grocer Have the 
boards off on two sides and set it 
on a table so it is open at the front 
and top. Thus you have the floor, 
sides and back of your stage. The 
top must be left open so the people 
who work the puppets may stand 
above and work the dolls.

SWIMMING—THE ARM MOVEMENT

We ought to feel thoroughly at 
home in the water by this time. 
Last week, you will recall, we learn- 
ed not to be afraid of ducking our 
heads, and learned the kick that en- 
ables us to swim without using our 
hands. 

This week we are going to use 
the arms, too—providing we have 
all practiced until we know the !eg 
movement pretty. well. My idea of 
swimming is that we should learn 
the’ elementary movements first; 


will then bring our right arm down 
through the water, letting it come 
out of the water when it reaches 
the waist. Just as it is rising, the

all understand that? It is very easy 
—simply a matter of revolving the 
arms, alternately, down through 
a little, but the entire movement 
the water.

Most. speed swimmers get eight 
kicks to one complete arm stroke, 
but one champion swimmer has re- 
cently developed his kick until he 
has a twelve-beat flutter—twelve 
kicks, or six with each leg, to one 
complete arm stroke. Perhaps we 
will be. able to do that, if we prac- 
tice real hard. 
Keep Face Down 

We are going to continue to prac- 
tice’ with our faces down in the 
water. We will begin just where 
we left off last week, wnen we were 
pointing our arms over the head, 
and kicking. I am presuming that 
we are all able to do that—if we 
cannot, it is because we have not 
practiced enough. After all, it is 
only practice that is going to per- 
fect us. 1 can write volumes tell- 
ing you what to do, but it is not 
going to do you any good .at ail, 
unless you try it for yourself. 

When we have a good start, Kick- 
ing Our way through the water, we 


plunge forward through the water, 
arms over our head. We begin 
kicking, the way we learned last 
week. When we are going good, we 
begin the arm movements, this 
time. taking four strokes, instead. of 
two. Then we stop and come up 
for air. 

Let us try six strokes this time. 
And then eight. | have known boys 
and girls to take as many as eight- 
een strokes when they are learning, 
but it is not wise to take so many. 
if we can take eight strokes, con- 
tinuing the leg movement all the 
time, we will be getting along fine. 
We must practice this steadily, so 
that next week we can learn how 
to take our heads out of the water, 
for this will be the hardest step of 
all—tto do it correctly.
